Mrs. Ella McClendon, a former Mis- 
sourl Postmistress, recently arrested on 
@ charge of using the mails to defraud a 
bank, is the claimant of $125,000 of the 
$200,000 estate left by George M. Nich- 
olas, a bachelor of Rockingham County, 
Va., whose death from arserric poisoning 


last August is an unsolved mystery. 

This was learned Monday by Assistant 
District Attorney Daues and Postoffice 
Inspector Reuter of St. Louis. They 
have been investigating the charge on 

hich Mrs. McClendon was arrested 

une 3 in Sturdivant, Bollinger County, 
where she was at one time Postmistress. 
Mailed Check to Banks. 

This charge was that she attempted to 
obtain, from a bank .in Georgetown, 
Colo., $900 of the money left by one John 
Rowan, who died at Gower, Mo. The 
letter sent to the Colorado bank bore 
the name of “Ed Sellers,” and inclosed 
a check with Rowan’s purported signa- 
ture, payable to ‘Sellers.’’ Postoffice 
inspectors say that ‘“‘Sellers’’ was Mrs. 
McClendon, and charge that she opened 
mail bearing that name. 

The discovery that Mrs. McClendon 
was a claimant to a much larger estate 
in Virginia, and that she waS the chief 
beneficiary of a will which made its 
appearance in a most unusual manner, 
struck the local Federal officials as an 
odd coincidence. 

Details of the Virginia matter were 


1 received by Daues and Reuter in Mon- 
- @ay’s mail, and these agree with details 


telegraphed to the Post-Dispatch. 

Mrs. McClendon was held under $2000 
bond at Cape Girardeau on the attempt- 
ed mail fraud charge. The St. Louis of- 
ficials did not know whether she had 
furnished bond. 

Will Sent to State’s Lawyer. 
‘One of the remarkabie elements of 
the case, as told in dispatches to the 
Post-Dispatch from Harrisonburg, Va., 
is the manner in which the purported 
will came to light. 

On the fourteenth day after Nicholas’ 
death a package bearing what look 
like a Chicago post mark was received 
in the mail by Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney Harrison. It contained a wallet ani 
several papers, one of them the pur- 
ported will. * 

A letter accompanied the package, 
and ini it the writer stated that, some 
time before, he had bbed Nicholas— 
he ‘did not fay where’or exactly when. 
He had read in the newspapers of Nich- 
olas’ death, he added, and having read 
the will, he thought it his duty to send 
it to the Virginia authorities, in order 
that the woman named as beneficiary 
should not lose her inheritance. 

The will bequeathed to Mrs. McClen- 
don the Nicholas “home farm’’ on the 
Shenandoah River, consisting of sev: 
eral hundred acres of fertile land and 
valued at not less than $50,000, and $75,- 
000 in cash. The testator explained that 
tre. woman had cared for him in St. 
I 42 after he had been injured by a 
si et car in that city. The time of this 
occurrence Was not stated. 


Cash Estimated at $75,000. 

The residue of the estate was left to 
“my two brothers,” * Jt designated by 
name. This was sf Aewhat confusing, 
as Nicholas had te * brothers. He was 
not usually on $a terns with them 
all at once, by which two he would 
have favored / a any particular time 
would be a ri itter of dispute. 

The residue would be of considerable 
value, as his cash, deposited in 10 or 12 
banks, is betieved to have beer much 
over $75,000, and as he held valuable 
land and securities. 

An official of Rockingham Courty, 
who had business relations with Nich- 
olas, said Nicholas once told him he 
had been robbed and had lost some 
money and papers, but that he did not 
go into details. 

When the first examination of Nich- 
olas’ personal effects showed no will, 
his four brothers took possession of the 
estate, and Charies H. Nicholas ob- 
tained appointment in the Probate Court 
as administrator. He gave $40,000 boni. 
with his three brothers as sureties. A!l 
the brothers are well-to-do, but their 
combined fortunes did not much exceed 
the George M. Nicholas estate in value. 

Begins Partition of Eatate. 

As administrator, Charles H. Nicholas 
began at once to divide the cash and 
other easily divisible assets. He had

City Bacterfologist Tells How He: 
Had ta Deceive Man Who 
Later Died in Hospital. 


URGES DOG KILLING DAY’! 


Dy Harris Says 4 Persons Have 
Died From Bites in 18 Months; 
3 Mad Dogs Loose. 


Downey L. Harris, City Bacteriologist, 
in suggesting, Monday, that a day be set 
apart for the killing of all stray, unli- 
censed and unmuzzled dogs, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter a story of fact which, 
he said, should convince everyone of 


the need for such a day. This was the 
story: 

C. H. Hospes, 80 years old, of 7237 
Michigan avenue, died at the city 
hospital. a week ago yesterday from 
rabies, the result of a dog bite. That 
has been told before. But the occur- 
rence of two days before his death 
has net been told. 

Story of Bitten Man. 

The old man called at my office 
on a Friday morning and told me he 
had been bitten by a dog, and that 
in the last few days he had been un- 
able to eat or drink. He felt that 
he was about to be attacked by 
rabies, and if this suspicion was true, 
he did not wish to let himself suf- 
fer such a horrible death. 

“I have two revolvers at home,” 
he said, “and they’re both loaded. If 
Iam going to have rabies, I beg you 
to tell me so now, and I will know 
what to do.’”’ 

It was quite clear, at the first ex- 
amination, that his fears’ were all 

too well founded. Of course, after 

what the tnan had said, I could not 
say what was equivalent to advising 
him to kill himself. 

So I told him I could not tell as to 
his case, but that he should enter 
the city hospital toesffake sure. 

He did so, and two days later was 
dead, after hours of the most dread- 
ful agony. 

Under such circumstances it was the 
right and even the duty of a physician,| 
to conceal the a froma patient, Dn 
Harris held. 

Three Mad Dogs Reported. 

Dr. Harris said three other deaths had 
resulted from rabies in St Louis in the 
last 18 months, and that three mad dogs 
had been reported in different parts of 
the city in the last week. 

“I hope,”’ he said, “that the Mayor will 
see fit to fix a day when peopde shall be 
asked to keep off the streets as much} 
as possible, and when deputy marshals 
and policemen shall have orders to kill 
all dogs running at large without muz-, 
zles. 


Favors a $5 License. 

“At this season, when children eut of 
school are running barelegged over the 
sidewalks and lawns, one rabid dog is 
an element of terrible danger. The tend- 
ency of stray dogs to become rahid is 
well known, and while this is not con- 
fined to hot weather, as was once sup- 
posed, the hot season is the most dan- 
gerous in that there is more outdoor 
life then and children are more exposéd. 
“The Marshal’s office cannot meet the 
situation with its appropriation of $5000 
a year. But on one especial day, with 
the active help of the police, the streets 
might be cleared ef stray dogs.”’ 
Dr. Harris said he would favor in-| 
creasing the charge for dog licenses 
from $1 to $, on the German plan. He 
believes anyone who would pay %5 to 
keep a dog would take such care of the 
animal that it would not be likely to 
get hydrophobia.

WASHINGTON, June 23. 
RESIDENT WILSON’S | ad- 
~ dress te Congress follows, 
in full: 

Mr. Speaker, Mr.-President, gentle- 
men of the Congress: It is under the 


' compulsion of what seems to me & 


clear and imperative duty that I have 
a second time this session sought the 
privilege of addressing you in per- 
gon. I know, of course, that the 
heated season of the vear is upon us, 
that work in these chambers and in 
the committee rooms is likely to be- 
come a burden as the season length- 
ens, and that every consideration of 
personal convenience and persoral 
comfort, perhaps, in the cases of 
some of us, considerations of person- 
al health even, dictate an early con- 
clusion of the deliberations of the 
session; but there are occastfons of 
public duty when these things which 
touch us privately seem very small; 
when the work to be done is so press- 
ing and so fraught with big conse- 
quence that we know that we are not 
at liberty to weigh against it any 
point of personal sacrifice. We are 
now in the presence of such an'occa- 
sion. It is absolutely imperative that 
we should give the business mén of 
this country a banking and currency 
system by means Of which they can 
make use of the freedom vf enter- 
prise and of individual initiative 
which we are about to bestow upon 
them. 

We are about to set them free; we 
must not leave them without the 
tools of action when they. are free. 
We are about to set them free by 
removing the trammels of the pro- 
tective tariff. Ever since the Civil 
War they have waited for this eman- 
cipation and for the free opportuni- 
ties it will bring with it.- It has 
been reserved for us to give it to 
them. Some fel} in love, indeed, with 
the slothful security of their depend- 
ence upon the Government: some 
took advantage of the shelter of the 
nursery to set up 2 mimic mastery of 
their own within its walls. Now 
both the tonic and the discipline of 
liberty and maturity are to ensue. 
There will be some readjustments of 
purpose and point of view. There 
will follow a period of expansion ond 
new enterprise, freshly conceived. It 
is for us to determine now whéther 
it shall be rapid and facile and of 
easy accomplisnment. This it can 
not be unless the resourseful busi- 
ness men who dre to deal with the 
new circumstances are to have at 
hand and ready for use the instru. 
mentalities and conveniences of free 
enterprise which independent men 
need when acting on their own in- 
itiative. 

It is not enough to. strike the 
shackles from business. The duty of 
statesmanship is not negative mere- 
ly. It is constructive also. We must 
show that we understand what busi- 
ness needs and that we know how 
to supply it. No man, however cas- 
ual and superficial his observation of 
the conditions pow prevailing in the 
country, can fail to see that ene of 
the chief things business needs now, 
and will need increasingly as it gains 


|! in scope and vigor in the years im- 


mediately ahead of us. is the prop- 
er means Ly which readily to vitalize 
ite credit, corporate and individual, 
and its originative brains. What will 
it profit us to be free if we are not

Shall we hasten to change 
the tariff laws and then be iaggards 
about making it possible and easy 
for the country to take advantage of 
the change? There can: be only one 
answer to that question. We must 
act now, at whatever sacrifice to our- 
selves. It is a duty which the cir- 
cumstances forbid us to postpone. I 
should be recreant to my deepest 
convictions of public obligations did 
I not press it upon you with solemn 
and urgent insistence. 

The principles upon which we 
should act are also clear. The coun- 
try has sought and seen its path in 
this matter within the last few years 
—gsees it more clearly now than it ever 
saw it before—much more ciearly 
than when the last legislative pro- 
posals on the subiect were made. 
We must have a currency, not rigid 
as now. but readily. elastically re- 
sponaive to the sound credit, the ex- 
panding and contracting credits of 
every-day transactions, the normal 
ebb and flow of persona! and cor- 
porate dealings.

Members. of his family, asleep 
upstairs, were thrown from ‘their beds 
but escaped injury, .Several windows 
were broken in the adjoining ‘buildings 
on each sige of the torn structure and 
across the street by the explosion. The 
gasoline tank was torn fromm its ce- 
ment base and hurled ‘into the street. 
Some of the windows in the grocery 
store on the first floor were shattered. 
bué the plate glass front was not 
broken. 

Bommorito told the police he heard 
footsteps outside of the building a few 
minutes before the explosion took place 
but said he paid no attention to the 
noise. 

He declared that he has no enemies 
tv his knowledge, and that he cannot 
account for the explosion except on the 
theory that friends of Pollozzolo are 
seeking revenge. He told the police he 
had received no letters of a threatening 
nature, and had no warning that his 
place of business or his family would be 
harmed. 

Bommorito shot and killed Pollozzolo, 
who was a distant relative of his wife, 
when he returned home and overheard 
Pollozzolo pleading with his wife to 
leave Bommorito and elope with kim.

department heads generally were increased. Whale the city was 
searching in many quarters for funds, tt permitted influential real 
estate agents to escape paying the license fee required by the ordi- 


nance to be pard. 

Near the close of 1912 the East St. 
Louis city government faced a financial 
crisis. For months the city had been un- 
able to pay its debts. Warrants fop 
hundreds of thousands of dollars @& ~ 
been issued, but they could nu be 
cashed at the city treasury, because 
there was no money on hand. Employes 
could gét cash only by discounting their 
warrants with professional money lend- 
ers, ‘Saloon keepers and grocers at a 
loss of from 10 to 2 per cent. 

In this crisis Mayor Lambert sought 
means to quickly obtain money for the 
city. In casting about for a solution 
of the problem he décided that the Coun- 
cil should pass an ordinance requiring 
all saloon keepers to pay the annual 
license fee of $500 in advance. It had 
been the law for many years to collect 
the saloon licenses quarterly. Saloon- 
keepers protested against the change, 
many of them saying they would be 
forced out of business because they 
could not obtain $500 at one time. 

Lambert was insistent, however, and 
the ordinance was passed. The city ob- 
tained nearly $75,000 in a few days by 
this means. 

At this time the administration 
was permitting to go unpaid the li- 
censes of many businesses controlled 
by men of prominence. 

Ee The records of the City Clerk’s of- 
* fice show that the license of the Pri- 
wer Feed Co., which for several years 
has done a business of from $500 to 
$700 a month with the city, has not 
paid a license since 1909. Before 
Councilman Leon Priwer was elected

in 1909 he paid the license under his 


name. After his election, the license 
records show, the business was con- 
ducted under the name of M. M. Pri- 
Recently the firm -has signed 
itself, “Priwer Feed Co., 8S. Wass- 
mann.” It so appears on the 1913 as- 
sessment records. 
Other Licenses Not Collected. 

Of 36 real estate firms in East St. 
Louis, only three had paid the annual 
license fee of $25 when the admin- 
istration changed in May. The license 
is due Jan. 1. 

In East St. Louls many of the real 
estate dealers are numbered among 
the more prominent and influential 
men of the city, being leaders in the 
Commercial Club and in many move- 
ments for the betterment of the cilty. 

The 33 firms which did not pay 
their licenses when due included that 
of Chamberlin & Abell, of which the 
new Mayor, John M. Chamberlin, is 
a member.

ith an Indebtedness of $280,308, 
Council Raised Officials’ eee 


A general increase in sSararies, to be 
effective during the fiscal year 1913, 
was voted by the City Council, March 3, 
two months before the administration 
changed this spring, and a month before 
the elcction which would determine who 
the new officials would be. 

At this time, the report of E. Fred 
Gerold, then City Treasurer, showed the 
city had authorized appropriations from 

\ the general funds of the city to the 
Recsonnt of more than $270,000, which it 
could not pay. The experience of the 
past year had been that the revenues 
* had not been sufficient to enable the 
city to recover from its bankrupt condi- 
tion. This outstanding indebtedness con- 
sisted cf warrants which had been is- 
sued and not paid and warrants which 
had not@een issued because of the lack 
of money to pay them. A large portion 
of the outstanding warrants were in the 
hands of persons who had discounted 
them and were awaiting the better finan- 
clal condition of the city to receive their 
money, which they had advanced and 
the interest which they had charged tne 
Original holders of the warrants in cash- 
ing them at from 10 to 2 per cent of 
their face value. 
Deeper in Debt Every Month. 

The report of City Comptroller Faulk- 
ner for the year ending Dec. 31, 1912, 
showed that at the end of the year 
there were outstanding warrants to the 
amount of $200,108.85, and there was an 

woe for which appropriation 

ad been made, but for which warrants 
had not been issued of $73,871.43, making 
a total current indebtedness of $283,- 
980,28. . 

In January, 1913, the city paid off old 
warrants to the amount of $52,875.27, and 
fesued new warrants, which were not 
pald, to the amount of $37,067.50, a net 

,_ Bain for the treasury of $15,717.77, and 
reducing the outstanding indebtedness 
to $258,262.51. 

In February old warrants to the 
amount of $11,493.79 were paid, and new 
warrants were issued and not paid to 
the amvunt of $23,501.97, a net loss to 
the treasury of $12,908.18, increasing the 
outstanding indebtedness to $270,273.69. 

In March old warrants to the amount 
of $15,536.27 were paid and new. warrants 
to the amount of $25,570.73 were issued, a 
net loss of $10,084.46, increasing the out- 
standing indebtedness to $280,308.15. 

In the face of this condition, the 
Council passed an ordinance granting

Comptroller, $1500 to $1800. 

City Attorney, $1800 to $2000. 

Assistant City Attorney, $720 to $1200. 
Superintendent of Streets, $1800 to

Special officers, $1020 to $1080. 

The ordinance gives to the Mayor of 
East St. Louis, a city of 59,000 residents, 
a salary of $5000, the same as that re- 
ceived by the Mayor of St. Louis, a city 
of 700,000. 


The ordinance provided that in addi- 
tion to the City Treasurer’s salary of 
$3000, he should have $1500 a year from 
the taxes he collected as Town Collector, 
making his salary $4500.

Thomas, to discover from the records the 
exact diffference between the engines. 

In purchasing an automobile patroh 
wagon, East St. Louis bought a wagon 
from the Oldsmobile Company of Mis- 
sourl, paying for it $3250 St. Louis 
bought an Oldsmobile patrol wagon for 
$2650. The East St. Louis wagon has 
greater wheel base and a more power- 
ful engine and is a better wagon, accord- 
ing to an expert who examined both 
wagons for the Post-Dispatch. 

When the city’s finances were found 
in the latter part of 1912 to be in an 
alarming condition several of the 
bondsmen of Treasurer E. Fred Gerold 
withdrew from his bond, forcing him to 
give a new bond. This resulted a few 
days before the 1912 Council ended in 
April, 1913, in the passage of an ordi- 
nance requiring the treasurer to give 
& surety company bond. The ordinance 
provided that the expense of the bond 
should be paid by the city, although 
the treasurer receives a salary of $4500 
& year. 

The new treasurer gave a $500,000 
bond, signed by the Equitable Surety 
Co., of @. Loufs. This bond cost the. 
city $1300, 

In 8t. Louls the city treasurer and 
all other officers pay the cost of their 


bonds, as do all the East St. Louls 
officers except the treasurer.

You can get accommodations in Washington 
hotels now without any difficulty. Diéappdinted 
and disheartened, the army of office-seekets that 
poured intu the capital immediately after’ thie in- 
auguration of a Democratic President ‘has rée- 
treated whence it came. Only a corporal’s guard, 
Who have still some surplus cash at command, 
and in whom hope triumphs over. expéfierice, 
remain to haunt the corridors of cabineteers ana 
ccngréessmen.

“There were no violent... declines 
abroad, however, but just enough. nerv- 
ousness to make the markets irregular 
and thoroughly unsettled. -At. London 
there was distinct improvement before 
the close. 

“The demand for money at Berlin was 
reflected in the successful bid by Ger- 
many for the bulk of the South African 
gold laid down at London, where ‘the 
money market was also influenced by 


tlement ‘obligations. 

*‘Here the money market development 
of most interest had to do with the 
sharp rise in sterling exchange, due to 
the broad inquiry for July 1 remittances 
to London. 

“The advance was about %c above 
Saturday, and showed that there was 
still a considerable demand ‘to provide 
for, and that the, usual inquiry for cable 
transfers in the closing days of the 
month would probably be.quite a factor. 

“The strong showing made by ‘the 
banks on Saturday caused some institu-
